With increased emphasis placed upon 
improving breeding stock to further beef 
cattle profits, it is imperative that the 
American farmer and rancher employ 
sound practices when selecting his foun- 

‘dation herd or herd replacements. 


Because of this the American Angus 
Association has recognized the need for 
a national system, whereby registered 
Angus breeders may have their herds of- 
ficially classified under the same stand- 
ard of excellence. 


Official herd classification is not new. 
The dairy breeds have recognized its 
value for several decades. But, as ap- 
plied to the beef breeds, on a national 
scale, herd classification has only re- 
cently been recognized. In fact, it was 
only approved last year by the American 
Angus Association and is scheduled to 
go into effect this spring on a voluntary 


basis. 
Recognizes Superior Type 
Angus herd classification has been

adopted on the same basis and for many 
of the reasons given by the dairy breeds. 
It gives official recognition to superior 
type and gives valuable records for im- 
proving the breed. H. H. Kildee, dean 
emeritus of Iowa State College, who as- 
sisted in most of the national dairy 
classification programs, points out that 
such a program helps eliminate from a 
breed, animals of undesirable physical 
characteristics and recognizes officially 
animals of superior type. It would give 
emphasis to durability or continued pro- 
ductivity rather than having short-time 
performance as the only measure of 
value. Classification would point out 
the strong and weak points in a herd; 
provide an official means of measuring 
live animals against the theoretical per- 
fection of a breed score card; its ratings 
could be applied in all states on a uni- 
form basis; and it would form a basis 
for the wise selection of individual ani- 
mals, families and bleod lines so neces- 
sary to breed improvement in beef cattle

Program Is Voluntary 

How will herd classification apply to 
the registered Angus breeder? First, it 
must be realized by the cattleman that 
the Angus herd classification program is 
entirely voluntary. No one will be re- 
quired to follow the program just be- 
cause he has registered Angus or be- 
cause he is a member of the Association 
and no one will be asked to have his herd 
classified. Also, all Angus cattle, re- 
gardless of their official classification, 
may be registered just as they have been 
in the past. 

Herd classification has been defined as 
an application of a “yardstick of type” 
to a breed of registered cattle. Just such 
an application will be done by trained 
classifiers on Angus herds. They will 
use the official score card which was ap- 
proved after careful testing and study 
by the Association’s board of directors. 

The basis for Angus herd classifica- 
tion using the new score card is shown 
by the following breakdown: Cattle scor- 
ing 90 to 100 points will be classified as 
Excellent; 85 to 89, Very Good; 80 to 84, 
Good Plus; 70 to 79, Good; 60 to 69, 
Fair; and below 60, Poor. Lew scores 
will not bar an animal from registration 
in the American Herd Book as it does in 
the dairy breeds. 

Cost Set Low 

While the program hopes to operate 
on a self-sustaining basis, the cost per 
animal has been set low so that this new 
service is within reach of all members 
. . . lifetime and junior. On an individ- 
ual herd basis Angus will be classified 
at a cost of $2 per head for the first 25 
animals and $1.50 per head for each ad- 
ditional animal with a minimum fee of 
$25 per herd. 

Local associations may profit from 
this program by arranging for the clas- 
sification of a number of herds at one 
time. The fees for herds classified in 
groups will be $1.50 per head where a 
minimum of 75 animals are classified. 
On each animal over 75 head, 50 cents 
of the fee will be returned to the local 
organization arranging the details of the 
group classification. 

Much study and testing of this pro- 
gram was done before it could be of- 
fered as another service to the members 
of the American Angus Association. The 
program is designed to work for those 
who voluntarily request it. As it is with 
other projects, the herd classification 
program is another effort to further the 
best interest of the breed.

The following headline appearing in 
one of the market papers is thought- 
provoking, “Winter Meat Output Drop 
Causing Heavy Cold Storage Stock 
Drain”. 


The article continues: “A heavy cur- 
rent drain on stock of cold storage hold- 
ings of all meat is apparently resulting 
from the immense decrease in production 
this winter and the three million more 
people who are meat consumers. 

“At the opening of February, only 
135,800,000 pounds of beef remained in 
storage, 40 per cent less than February 
1, last year. Pork stocks at 216,790,000 
pounds, were down 25 per cent from a 
year ago. Decreases in other meats 
from a year ago were in veal, 35 per 
cent; in lamb and mutton, 49 per cent; 
and canned meats, 12 per cent. On Feb- 
ruary 1, there were 902,300,000 pounds 
of all meats, poultry and fish in cold 
storage, a decrease of 226,100,000 pounds 
or 20 per cent from February 1, last 
year”. 

One can draw their own conclusions as 
to what this may mean for beef pre- 
ducers in 1958. The commercial cattle 
market has responded with a strong de- 
mand for feeder calves and replacement 
stock. Strong prices prevail on good 
purebred bulls and females. 


The first five months work received 
in the National office shows registra- 
tions increased more than 4,000 and 
transfers more than 10,000, as compared 
with the same period last year. More 
than 1,250 new members joined the As- 
sociation.

A new era in Angus merchandising had 
its trial run at Richmond, Virginia, on 
February 24 and 25. Here at the Great 
Atlantic Bull Sale 244 bulls from 70 
breeders in states from Ohio to the At- 
lantic seaboard grossed $242,140 for an 
average of $992. 

The adage, decades old, that “you can’t 
sell bulls in the east” was knocked into a 
cocked hat. The bulls sold into a wide 
area—26 states and Canada, Well over 
half of the offering went west of the 
Mississippi river: to California, Texas, 
Montana, South Dakota, Wyoming, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Iowa and Min-

nesota. A total of 93 bulls went into 
Texas, Montana and South Dakota alone. 
However, the host state of Virginia top- 
ped the buyers list with 67 bulls, North 
Carolina was the next largest buyer of 
bulls in the east. 

The 86 AAA bulls sold the first day 
brought $147,075 to average $1,710 again 
proving that you always get the bulk of 
your money from the top 30 per cent of 
your offering. The 110 AA bulls brought 
$77,300 the second day to average $703 
while 48 bulls classified A average $370.

Some of these breeders de- 
pend on local advertising, or regional 
coverage offered by various publications with 
readership in their area, while other breed- 
ers realize that advertising on a national 
basis may attract buyers froma greater radius 
than can be expected if they are content to 
rely entirely on local or regional adver- 
tising. 


An aggresSive approach to your advertising 
programs can result in attracting buyers from 
a wide area. If you don't think so consider 
the recent Great Atlantic Bull Sale when two 
hundred and forty-four bulls (244) sold fora 
total of $242,140.00. This sale was held in 
Richmond, Virginia and while nearly half of 
these bulls stayed in Virginia what would the 
Sale have totalled had all the buyers come from 
a limited area on aregional basis? The report 
of this event shows that one hundred and fif- 
teen bulls went to buyers west of the Missouri 
River who paid $82,180.00 for these animals. 


I will admit that many of the cheaper bulls 
went into the western states, but these buyers 
also contributed to the average made at this 
Sale since a few of the top selling bulls went 
west including one bull at $6,000.00; one at 
$5,200.00; one at $4,200.00; one at 
$4,050.00; one at $2,150.00; a baker's dozen 
that brought over a thousand dollars each and 
the entire 115 bulls racked up an average of 
$714.00 per head. 


The above bulls went to Texas, California, 
Montana, South Dakota, Nebraska, Kansas, Ok- 
lahoma and Wyoming. If we included the bulls 
Sold west of the Mississippi River then over 
50% of the bulls sold in the Richmond, Virginia

Commer- 
cial cows near springing are figured 
by many to be $35 to $50 per head 
higher than a year ago at this time. 


No Angus event in many years 
has generated the enthusiasm shown 
at, and after the Great Atlantic Bull 
Show & Sale at Richmond on Febru- 
ary 24 and 25. It was without doubt 
the greatest Angus bull sale ever 
held in this country. And it is just 
the beginning. 

. 


The sale stirred up Angus enthu- 
siasm in a section of the country 
where it was needed badly. The east 
has gone through the wringer of a 
tough drouth and depressed prices 
and interest. All this is changed. 


Eastern breeders, especially small- 
er or newer herds, have always been 
at a disadvantage in the matter of 
selling bulls. Except for a few show 
bulls the remainder of the good 
ones have been hard to market ex- 
cept as steers. It now looks like any 
breeder in this section can now mar- 
ket a good bull as well as those near- 
er commercial cattle areas. 


The industry owes a “hat’s off” to 
Bill Brainard, Dave Canning and those 
other pioneering and far-sighted men 
of the Atlantic Angus Association. It 
took a lot of work to get the venture 
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off the ground. The potential of the 
Great Atlantic Bull Sale is great. 


To make it an American Perth will 
require that quality be kept up so 
don’t throw those knives for another

Your reporter got a big charge in 
seeing two friends of long standing 
“in the money” in the pre-sale show.

He was very de- 
manding that they be able to walk 
well; he was very critical of breed 
character as shown in the heads; he 
wanted his tops mellow and good 
hided; he wanted bone with quality 
rather than mere quantity. At the 
conclusion of several close classes he 
told the audience — through his in- 
terpreter — the reason for his decision.

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Ir WOULD BE DIFFICULT to point to an industry or to a 
business whose success is more dependent on the human ele- 
ment than is the breeding of purebred livestock. And for that 
matter, the same holds true to a lesser degree to most branches 
of agricultural production. Without the influence of the mas- 
ters hand, so to speak, the production and improvement of 


purebred livestock would probably not exist today. It cer- 
tainly would not have come as far as it has had the pioneers, 


whose names have become legendary, not had the imagination, 
the skill and the interest in animals necessary to start scien- 
tific and practical methods of livestock improvement. 


The Human 
Element

Lifetime Breeder, Showman, Judge 


There is no question but that we owe to such people as 
Bakewell, Bates, Walker, McCombie and other early breeders 
a great debt for their study, perseverance and skill in their 
early work of livestock improvement through the application 
of their unusual talents. The point I am trying to make is that 
from the very beginning modern livestock breeding was started 
and is now being conducted by personal touch and personal ef- 
fort rather than by concentrated mass production. There is 
no doubt but that mass production of many of the necessities 
and the otherwise desirable items of our day has been a great 
boon to mankind. And it is responsible for the ultra high 
standard of living we now enjoy. And none amongst us would 
want to go back to the days when everything we use was 
produced by hand labor. 


It is my contention, however, that the production of pure- 
bred livestock will indefinitely be dependent for its greatest 
achievements on the individual efforts of the people whose 
main motive for engaging in it is their love for animals and 
their desire to be associated with them. Such people usually 
are endowed with the qualities which are most necessary in 
achieving the best results from their animals. I have named 
some of these requisites before but to further emphasize them 
I shall repeat some of them here. They are, patience and 
perseverance, at least a fair knowledge of farming and live- 
stock in general, a good eye for assessing conformation and 
type and a love for animals. 


The ability to quickly evaluate conformation and other 
characteristics in an animal is of importance. Call it intuition 
or what you will, some people seem to have a special gift for 
determining the qualities of an animal and what might be ex- 
pected of its potential breeding capacities at first sight. Such 


people are not only usually successful in their breeding opera- 
tions but they also constitute the relatively small percentage 
of those who make the most expert judges at livestock shows. 
And this type of person is another proof that the human ele- 
ment is of paramount importance in purebred livestock pro- 
duction. 


Functions, such as have been mentioned, can not be ac- 
complished by mass production methods. They are entirely 
dependent on individual effort and they form another good 
reason why purebred livestock breeding will always remain 
an individual endeavor. 


My principal reason for expressing these views is to dis- 
pel the thought from the minds of our young people of today 
that there is no future for them in the purebred livestock 
business. As a matter of fact, I do not believe there ever has 
been a better outlook for individual accomplishments in this 
field. 


It is one business which can not be absorbed into the 
great corporate realm of industry as invisioned by many. 


We are told on every hand now that before agriculture 
can again hold up its once proud head it must be revolution- 
ized. Jt must be conducted along the same lines as our great 
manufacturing corporations. Methods which are now em- 
ployed which are the results of many years of research and 
experience are no longer applicable. They are uneconomical 
and they add too much to the cost of the farmer’s product to 
the consumer. The small individual farmer must find another 
occupation. His farm must be consolidated with others to 
form a large cooperate holding. 


I have heard it mentioned that the individual small farmer 
would be better off working for wages for a large corporation 
than owning his own farm. It seems to me, however, that 
this smacks too much of the feudal systems of Europe when 
all of the land was owned by the nobility and the people who 
worked the lands were known as serfs. This system was one 
thing which prompted some of our ancestors to leave other 
countries and settle in a country where they had an oppor- 
tunity for individual ownership. Would not the transforming 
of our agriculture of today into a system of operatiom by large 
corporations revert back, to some extent at least, to the long 
ago abandoned feudal system? 


My contention is that even if this kind of farming will en- 
able our consumers to get their food a littie cheaper it is still 
basically wrong, unless we have reached the point when we 
utterly disregard the human element and have no considera- 
tion for the welfare of what is, of course, a minority of our 
population. And that we think only from the standpoint of 
economics. I, for one, do not believe the American people 
have reached that stage. 


As a farmer, I am weary of hearing the intimation that 
if the farmer’s operations were conducted as efficiently as they 
should be or as they are in other lines of industry, the farmer’s 
income would be on a par with that of other business and 
that the price of his products could be lowered to the con- 
sumer. I take exception to such insinuations because if true, 
they would place the farmer in an inferior class in our eco- 
nomic sphere, a condition which I can not believe to be true. 


A large percentage of the farmers of the United States 
today are not only educated and technically trained for farm- 
ing but most of them grew up on farms and have always been 
familiar with the basic principals of that great industry. Why, 
then, should they not be as well qualified to efficiently operate 
their business as any other business man? And farming is a 
business of the highest order. Certainly it is not the farmer’s 
choice that his share in the national income should be so out 
of proportion to others. And if he could possibly adopt methods 
which would correct this situation, he would do so.

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While the nation is at present under- 
going a general economic decline, live- 
stock farmers and ranchers are current- 
ly enjoying some of the highest price 
returns from their marketings of meat 
animals in recent years. In fact, the 
January-February period usually spells 
out a low point in the winter months for 
most producers, but the outset of 1958 
proved an exception to the rule. 

The general rise in fat steer prices, 
the higher trend which got underway last 
year, carried through the month of 
February to set new highs. Price returns 
to finishers moved to their highest posi- 
tion for any month since September, 
1956, when all steers averaged $26.25. 
This average rate also proved the high- 
est for a February period in six years, 
since 1952. 

The advance was not only confined to 
steers, but hogs and sheep were also at 
seasonal highs. Swine producers, enjoy- 
ing a record corn-hog ratio of around 
17.6 to one, sold their hogs at an aver- 
age rate of $19.80 a hundred pounds set- 
ting new four-year highs. Slaughter 
lambs too, set new six-year peaks for a 
February period. 

The law of supply and demand has 
really come into its own, Continued re- 
duced marketings of finished steers and 
broad outlet were the primary factors 
stimulating fat steer price rises. The 
February total of slaughter steers ship- 
ped to the Chicago market totaled around 
164,800 head. This compares with the 
231,187 head the previous month and 
represents a drop of approximately 
70,000 head under the January-February 
period a year ago. 

This month’s reduction in volume came 
largely from the Corn Belt feedlots. 
Receipts were held up somewhat due to 
arrivals from western states. Shipments 
of cattle from west of the river were 
stepped up at such a fast rate that their 
numbers set new seasonal highs. One 
week alone saw western stockmen ship 
a total of 115 loads. These cattle arrive 
mainly from Nebraska, Colorado and 
Kansas. 

There were some in the industry that 
were of the opinion live prices would 
weaken following the economic recession 
currently gripping the nation. Many were 
expecting some kind of a decline in 
February. Over the past few years this 
month has regularly showed a decline 
from the previous month. This was the 
first time in seven years that the trend 
showed an increase.,

The demand for red meat has remain- 
ed relatively good. Live numbers have 
fallen so short that houses were forced 
to take stocks from cold storage holdings 
in order to satisfy consumer demand. 

Several highlights featured the fat 
steer market this month, Buyers paid an 
average price of $26.65 for all steers, 
highest for any month since September 
1956, and the highest for a February pe- 
riod since 1952, six years. 

These strong price returns, coupled 
with the lowest feed costs in post-war 
years find feeders receiving some of the 
widest margains of profit in recent years, 
particularly so at this time of year when 
the winter trade generally means trouble 
for producers. 


As a result of the higher trend, the 
range of prices was the widest in sixteen 
months, since October 1956. The spread 
between good and prime grades covered 
a range of $13.00. 


The advance put packers under con- 
siderable pressure, The advance on live 
steers was so rapid that wholesalers were 
not able to keep up with the pace. Many 
killers were forced to reduce their work 
week in order to cut costs, Others even 
contemplated closing down for a two 


week “holiday” period, but daily commit- 
ments forced them to continue their kill- 
ing operations. 


Not only did packers struggle against 
higher costs, they were confronted with 
some of the poorest quality cattle to ar- 
rive here in several years. Prime stock 
had practically disappeared from the 
scene, when some Monday and Wednes- 
day sessions found long fed prime steers 
absent from the trade, Packers and buy- 
ers were forced to dip down into lower 
classes in order to fill their buy. 


What happened to the record feeder 
buy reported the middle of last year? 
Why weren’t some of these cattle begin- 
ning to show up on the open market by 
now? Usually this time of the year 
brings out a certain amount of new-crop 
short fed steers. The answer is that the 
cattle just are not ready to come, A good 
deal of the cattle that went into feedlots 
the latter part of 1957 were lightweight 
yearlings and calves. These cattle need 
another layer of fat before they are 
ready for market and then when they do 
arrive, weights will be below normal. 
Many finishers, too, are holding back to 
a certain degree in order to feed their 
replacement cattle the over abundance 
of feed on hand, especially “soft” corn.

Farm leaders around Washington can’t 
resist a few I-told-you-so’s about the 
threat of serious throughout 
the economy. Now, they say, business and 
labor are getting a taste of what farmers 
have been up against. 

The White House is pretty disturbed 
about the condition of the U. S. economy; 
the same mood is reflected in Congress. 
The President has said he thinks the up- 
turn will come in the spring or certainly 
by summer. 

It is clear, however, that the men 
around the chief executive are not tak- 
ing his predictions for granted. The 
White House has been canvassing gov- 
ernment departments, asking how their 
going programs might be tied up with a 
vastly expanded system of public works.

The immediate, urgent purpose of the 
Administration is to halt and then re- 
verse the unemployment trend. 

USDA, along with other departments, 
is being brought into the picture. Mr. 
Benson has been asked, for instance, how 
the small-watershed flood prevention 
program might be utilized to put more 
men to work. 

There will be a speedup out West in 
reclamation work already started, The 
Administration did not budget any new 
starts, but could change its mind and 
Congress may insist on it in any case. 

Road building and public works will be 
pushed to help prevent an economic bust. 
Credit is already being eased. A tax cut 
looks like a possibility and would mean 
extra cash for many stockmen and also 
shore up consumer demand. 


More money for the Soil Bank acreage 
reserve looked like a sure thing as we 
went to press. The House already had 
approved an extra appropriation of $250 
million, making the total available $750 
million. 

That would be enough to cover all 
grower offers, officials figured, with the 
possible exception of corn land. A provi- 
sion in the law limits corn payments to 
$300 million—and enough growers had 
applied for contracts before the deadline 
on February 20 to command payments of 
$313 million.

The Soil Bank conservation reserve 

“bid” program is dead for this year. It

had been planned that the experimental 
program to bank whole farms would be 
extended to other areas if it succeeded 
in test states. 

Although more than 50,000 bids were 
received by the department from farmers 
in three states, Benson decided to turn 
them all down. The large number of bids 
—from Tennessee, Nebraska, and IIli- 
nois—astonished officials. 


Reason given by Benson to toss out all 
offers was that the “great majority of 
bids went too high.” Some of the offers, 
however, the Secretary admits, were 
realistic. 


The USDA says bids were judged on 
the basis of “the productivity” of the 
land in relation to how much farmers 
asked to bank it. Current farm real estate 
values presumably were taken into 
account. 


Farmers whose bids were rejected, the 
department says, still may sign up un- 
der the regular conservation reserve pro- 
gram—and all cropland on a farm may 
be banked, but at the government’s price. 
Deadline date for the ’58 sign up is 
April 15. 


A new feed program now has at least 
an outside chance to be approved during 
this session of Congress—to go into ef- 
fect in 1959. Getting the most attention 
from lawmakers are plans put forward 
by the National Grange and the Nation’s 
Conference of Commodity Organizations 
(NCCO), an association of commodity 
groups with which the Grange has been 
working. 


Farm Congressmen have told the NCCO 
and Grange to try and get together on 
their programs, in order to bring a single 
bill supported by both to Capitol Hill. 

Both plans would abolish corn allot- 
ments. Price support would be stronger 
than at present, but only if producers 
agreed to make relatively sharp cutbacks 
in output. 

Both plans provide for payment in 
kind from CCC grain stocks, in addition 
to support, to farmers who cooperate in 
reducing acreage. 

The main differences are these: (1) 
The NCCO would work from a corn- 


sorghum base in reducing acreage; the 
Grange thinks other feed grains must be 
brought into the act. (2) the Grange 
support rate is set at 80% for all pro- 
ducers who sign a 3-year contract to cut 
their feed grain acreage by 20% or 20 
acres, whichever is higher. The NCCO 
would provide a sliding support scale, 
60% to 90% of parity, with the actual 
floor to be determined by how much a 
producer reduces acreaage. 


Progress is reported by both groups in 
ironing out differences. 


A diet problem receiving considerable 
attention at the recent food-comes-first 
conference in the Nation’s Capital is of 
first importance to the livestock indus- 
try. It is the national confusion over the 
true relationship of fats to hardening of 
the arteries and heart trouble. 

There was unanimity among the ex- 
perts at the conference that there is no 
sound evidence of a link between such 
diseases and foods containing fats. It 
was agreed, however, that the busic prob- 
lem is to pin down the true facts before 
markets are needlessly lost. 


Thus Elmo C. Roper, market research 
consultant, said, “It seems to me to be 
of vital importance to determine as rap- 
idly as possible—and to translate into 
terms understandable to the public—how 
much and what kinds of foods containing 
fat should and should not be included in 
the diet.”

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Cooperation 


By Harry C. Andrews, Executive Director 


The spokesmen for labor have long sought a commmon cause, 
or goal toward which their members and we farmers and ranchers 
can work constructively and to our mutual advantage. 

We actually have many goals in common with labor. The work 
ing man and his family are great consumers of our farm products, 
and we in turn use the products of his labor. Most of us recognize 
and appreciate this. 

But there is one goal which, at this time in history, has been 
largely overlooked and neglected. It offers each of us our greatest 
opportunity for real economic gain. It is the opportunity to co- 
operate with each other in solving our food protein problem. At 
first this may not be fully understood so I will explain it with the 
greatest of care. 

This food protein problem, as I have pointed out in previous 
articles, is the major underlying cause of the majority of the 
economic ills facing all of us, including labor, in the U. S. A. and 
throughout the world. It is our number one basic economic prob- 
lem. It can and must be whipped. 

All of our economic difficulties of which the working man is so 
very conscious such as the high cost of living, inadequate pur- 
chasing power, high taxes, inflation, recession, depression and many 
others, stem ultimately from an unsatisfactory supply of specific 
Fundamental Materials, particularly food protein. 

The Fundamental Materials include food (proteins, car- 
bohydrates, fats, vitamins and minerals), clothing including bed 
clothing, shelter including heat and artificial light, medical, 
hygenical, inspirational and entertainment materials, plus the 
more abundant air, sunlight, water and earth we live upon. 
There are many things which can cause the supply of one or 

more of these Fundamental Materials to be in unsatisfactory sup- 
ply. Droughts, floods and other natural catastrophes can reduce 
the supply to unsatisfactory levels as can riots, strikes or general 
warfare, Outmoded production and distribution methods, corrupt 
politics and bad financial policies can all be a contributing factor. 
Gross scientific errors, ignorance, superstition and stupidity can 
make it extremely difficult for the people to procure a satisfactory 
supply of Fundamental Materials, or can prevent them from con- 
suming or utilizing it even if it is available. This applies partic- 
ularly to food protein. 

But regardless of the factors which cause people to fail to 
obtain and consume or utilize a satisfactory supply of one or more 
specific Fundamental Materials, this unsatisfactory supply, and 
only this unsatisfactory supply, is the real economic problem. 

The reason that this is true is because these Fundamental Ma- 
terials are the things we must consume or utilize directly to help 
satisfy our legitimate WANTS. 

These WANTS include to survive, raise a family, good 
health, attractive appearance, personal comfort and enjoyment, 
social prestige, financial and material security, convenience, 
orderliness, efficiency and freedom, including economic free- 
dom. Last but not least the great majority WANT peace of 
mind, emotional tranquillity and spiritual security. 

We all recognize that these WANTS are universal among us 
whether we are running a farm, working in a steel mill, teaching 
school or operating a bank. They are legitimate WANTS. 
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Labor and Agriculture's Greatest 
Opportunity for Constructive 


Protein Economics & Research Council, Ames, Iowa 


It is right and proper, whether we are farmers or laborers, that 
we should WANT to live a full life span, that we should WANT to 
keep our bodies healthy and attractive and should WANT to obtain 
for ourselves a reasonable amount of personal comfort and enjoy- 
ment. It is equaily proper that we should WANT to raise a supe- 
rior family and to maintain our social] prestige or standing among 
our friends, neighbors and fellow workers. 

It is not only wise and fair that all of us, including the work- 
ing man, should WANT greater financial and material security 
than we have today, it is very essential that we gain it if we are 
to survive the economic and ideological warfare which is being 
constantly waged against us. Greater financial and material se- 
curity is absolutely necessary if we are to survive the all-out 
military attacks which could so easily engulf our whole free so- 
ciety—laborers, farmers and everybody else included. 

Our deep seated WANT for freedom is as legitimate as our 
nation itself, which was founded upon the principles of freedom for 
everyone. Civilized man WANTS to think, to live, and to do what 
he knows is right and proper, free from force or coercion from any 
quarter. The great majority of us WANT convenience, orderliness 
and efficiency in our immediate enviornment such as in our homes 
and in the areas where we work to make a living. 

Last, but not least, it is right and proper for the working man, 
farmer, minister or anyone else to WANT peace of mind, emo- 
tional tranquillity and spiritual security. 

The satisfying of these legitimate WANTS has always been 
our mutual goal regardless of the vocation in which we are en- 
gaged. It is right and proper that we should work intelligently 
and effectively as individuals and in organized groups to satisfy 
our legitimate WANTS, and in so doing we should in no way be 
criticized. But when we fail to work intelligently and effectively 
to attain this goal then we are doing the wrong thing and are 
justly criticized for our mistakes. 

Unfortunately, even today both labor and agriculture, as well 
as business and the government, are failing to intelligently and 
accurately analyze the overall economic situation in terms of cur- 
rent supplies of specific Fundamental Materials. They are failing 
to discover the specific causes of our economic ills and are failing 
to be effective in filling the defects. Too often we are initiating 
and supporting policies and programs which can only intensify 
these deficits and are thus actually making it more difficult for 
the individual families to obtain an adequate supply of each of the 
Fundamental Materials needed to help satisfy their WANTS. 

Experience down through the ages has taught us that we must 
produce, protect, and distribute at least a partially satisfactory 
sunply of each of the Fundamemntal Materials and consume or 
utilize them, or we will perish. But a great many of us, leaders 
and laymen alike, must yet learn that if we are to effectively re- 
duce our present economic burdens we must obtain a completely 
satisfactory supply of each of the Fundamental Materials. 

Since so many people have failed to fully learn or comprehend 
this simple fact somebody is going to have to get out and teach it. 
This is a teaching job each of us can help do. 

There is a real need for more spokesmen of labor, as well as 
for agriculture, who are willing to help break this bottleneck in

In a shocked voice your reporter 
inquired as to the fate of the con men. 
“All | know is that one of them was 
in Kansas about the time the darned 
things bloomed,” our hardened friend 
snickered. “Well, see you later, Bud. 
Gotta sit down and order me some of 
this New Giant 60-Day Everbearing 
Sweet Corn.” 


Anyone who has fussed with a ewe 
trying to get her to adopt an orphan 
(and sometimes even one of her own 
twins) will appreciate the discovery 
of a Kansas woman who sprayed two 
lambs—and the ewe’s nose with an 
odor that covered up the original 
scent. Our clipping says the method 
worked but the odor used was not 
mentioned. Wonder if the same 
thing wouldn’t work in trying to get a 
cow to adopt a second calf? 


Our “Ain‘t Science Wonderful” de- 
partment lists work at the University 
of Illinois and Colorado State Univer- 
sity in giving tranquilizers to cattle. 
At Illinois the work has been with 
newly-weaned calves given chlorpro- 
mazine. The result was an almost 
complete absence of bawling and 
fence-walking. At Colorado the work 
was with nervous cows. An injection 
of the “happiness drug” took effect in 
20 to 30 minutes and lasted 24 hours. 
Except in rare instances — perhaps 
around calving time — we believe the 
best treatment for congenitally ner- 
vous cows is packingtown. Trying to 
get along with these nervous indi- 
viduals would run the tranquilizer bill 
rather high—figuring one shot for the 
cow and one for the man working 
with them. 


And speaking of shots veterinarians 
at the University of Illinois warn cow- 
men against wholesale “shooting” of 
cattle with antibiotics. It seems that 
today anything from a runny nose to 
a limp calls for a needle and an in- 
jection of one of the “wonder drugs.” 
Wholesale use of antibiotics can set 
up a sensitivity which is sometimes 
fatal. When a disease comes along 
which the antibiotic could cure, pre- 
vious wholesale treatment lessens 
greatly the chance of the drug doing 
any good, the Illinois men say.

As proof that the farmer can not be blamed for high food 
costs as the result of inefficiency is evidenced by the fact that 
a large percentage of food costs to the consumer accrue after 
the products leave the farmer’s hands. And he can not fix 
the price he receives. He must take what he can get for them. 
Therefore, it is ridiculous to claim that the high costs to the 
consumer can be traced to the inefficiency of the farmer. 
Farmers, of course, would welcome an opportunity to 
lower their costs of production. But who will come forward 
with a way he can do this when he can have little or nothing 
to say about the main items which make up his costs. He can 
not set the price on the machinery which he must use nor can 


he lower his labor costs. Farm workers can not be expected to 
work for lower wages than those obtained in similar lines of 
work in other industries which, we know, are set by union 
labor. And there are very few farmers who do not have to 
employ labor beyond their own capacity. I sometimes wonder 
if the people who blame the farmer for an uneconomical op- 


erator can suggest ways in which he can be more efficient. I 
am sure such suggestions would be gratefully received by 
farmers who it seems to me have proved their efficiency be- 
yond doubt by their ability to continually produce beyond the 
point that is needed. Could it not be that his efficiency of 
production is what is hurting him to the benefit of others?

If there is a considerable number of 
steers being held back to use up this corn, 
they will have to be moved to market 
when the weather turns warm and the 
“soft” corn begins to spoil. These cattle 
could be turned out to grass and held for 
later marketings. However, this is not 
likely. 

The movement of finished stcers to the 
Chicago market consisted mostly cf 
choice steers. Buyers took the bulk of 
these steers at prices ranging from 
$25.50 to $28.50. Strongweight 1400 to 
1550 pounds choice grades sold irom 
$27.00 to $30.00, the latter price paid 
near the close. Scattered loads of prime 
steers sold upwards from $30.00. In the 
final week a prime load of Illinois-fed 
Angus steers averaged 1266 lbs. reached 
$36.50 to establish the highest price paid 
here in five years. 

The $36.50 peak was $4.00 above the 
previous month’s high and compares with 
the $26.00 top paid here the same period 
a year ago. Out of eleven full market 
days in Chicago, 25 loads of prime steers 
sold at the extreme top of the market of 
which 24 were Angus. The heaviest load 
to top was a shipment of Ilowa-fed Blacks 
that averaged 1360 pounds and sold at 
$34.50. The lightest shipment to bring a 
top price was a load of Angus from a 
“reputation” feedlot in Illinois that aver- 
aged 1138 pounds and sold at $31.50 at 
the outset of the month. 

Heifers and cows advanced right along 
with the fat steer trade. However, the 
increase was not as great as in steers. 
Heifers set new three-year highs when 
prime Angus heifers averaging 1050 
pounds topped at $30.00. 

A bullish undertone still persists in the 
livestock industry.

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the annual census of livestock on farms 
and ranches as of January 1, 1958, proved 
very favorable to producers. The USDA 
release stated that combined livestock 
and poultry numbers on farms and ranch- 
es showed a decline of one per cent from 
1957. This should indicate favorable re- 
turns for a good portion of this year. 


The report placed cattle numbers at 
93,967,000 head, down more than a half 
million from a year earlier, and the sec- 
ond year cattle numbers have showed a 
decline. 


The hog total was placed at 51,559,000 
head compared with 51,703,000 a year 
ago, indicating no large supply of hogs 
being held back for future marketings. 
Sheep proved the only class to show au 
increase. Stock sheep and lambs number- 
ed 31,328,000 head from 30,390,000 last 
year.

THE ANGUS CAPITAL

Did you ever hear Tulsa referred to as 
the “Oil Capital of the World.” Lately 
people have been calling it the “Aber- 
deen-Angus Capital of the World.” We 
feel sure that in the months to come you 
will hear of this reference to the Okla- 
homa oil city more and more often. 

The reason for all this started with 
just 14 Aberdeen-Angus breeders who 
felt the need for a local organization that 
would let them get together and talk 
over their favorite subject, Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. They cali themselves the 
Tulsa Angus Club. 

Since November of 1956 when the club 
was started, it has grown to nearly a 
hundred members. 

It was felt by these men that there 
wasn’t another county in the United 
States that had as many top-flight Aber- 
deen-Angus herds and breeders of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle as Tulsa now has. 

The ultimate objectives of the club is 
to promote Aberdeen-Angus cattle and 
make Tulsa the “Angus Capital of the 
World.” Meetings are held monthly in 
one of the local cafeterias. 

One of the features of the club that is 
most enjoyed by the members is a reg- 
ular meeting held the last Saturday of 
each month at one of the breeder’s ranch. 
This gives the members a chance to see 
other ranch operations and many new 
ideas are gained and experiences shared. 

A major objective of the club is to es- 
tablish the Tulsa State Fair Livestock 
Exposition as the outstanding Aberdeen- 
Angus show in the world. 

This year, through the efforts of the 
Tulsa Angus Club, the Tulsa Fair Board 
and the American Aberdeen-Angus Asso- 
ciation, Tulsa had one of the world’s 
largest premium money offers for an 
Aberdeen-Angus show. The total premi- 
ums were aproximately $10,000. The pre- 
miums were distributed far down in each 
class. 

It was felt that this would encourage 
the Angus breeders to not only bring 
their cattle to Tulsa but would also al- 
low them to win enough money to pay 
for their expenses. 

Another major objective of the club, 
and something that is hoped will turn in- 
to an annual event, is a bull sale. Such a 
sale was held last November. This sale 
was termed highly successful with buy- 
ers coming from all over the United 
States and paying top prices. 

This sale had in mind the commercial 
breeder, especially those interested in 
large number, top-quality Aberdeen- 
Angus bulls. All bulls in the sale were 
screened and picked for quality. A show 
was held the day before so that the cattle 
could be inspected.

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Another major project for which plans 
are now being made is to conduct a feed- 
ing operation which would supply all of 
the Tulsa retail markets with choice, 
top-quality Angus meat for one day. 
This program was instrumental in caus- 
ing a survey to be made to determine 
the daily consumption of beef in Tulsa. 
Tulsa housewives will have the oppor- 
tunity of purchasing, at prevailing prices, 
from their butcher steaks from animals 
sired by $25,000 bulls. 

Another aim is to interest and entice 
the younger generation into the business 
of raising Angus cattle. 

It is planned to have a sale of top 
quality Aberdeen-Angus cattle at which 
only FFA and 4-H Club members can 
buy. The members emphasize that there 
will be only the best calves sold to these 
youngsters. 

One of the local banks has already in- 
dicated that it may be willing to finance 
the purchase of these cattle for the 
youngsters. So the FFA and 4-H club 
members will be able to learn the ex- 
pense and profit end as well as the pro- 
duction end of the cattle business. 

In connection with this the club plans 
to support the commercial beef program 
sponsored by the Tulsa Chamber of Com- 
merce. Although this has dwindled in 
Tulsa during the past few years, the An- 
gus Club feels that it is well worthwhile 
and should be encouraged. 

Tulsa Angus Club members are hope- 
ful that when the younger generation 
becomes aware of the early maturity and 
fast gaining characteristics of Angus 
cattle, then this program will be one of 
profit rather than of loss as it has been 
for the past year or two. Angus cattle 
have not been used previously in this 
program, the club was quick to point out. 


Another major objective is to conduct 
a series of programs to encourage the 
commercial breeder to switch to Angus 
cattle. Also, an objective is to provide 
him with the market that makes it de- 
sirable to purchase top quality cattle for 
foundation stock. 

Smaller calves and less calving trou- 
ble, no horns, no pink eye, no cancer eye, 
early maturity and uniformity through- 
out are inherent characteristics of Angus 
cattle. They make profit the rule rather 
than the exception. These are only a few 
of the better points of Angus cattle that 
the club wants to point out. Then, too, 
according to available statistics, 92 per 
cent of breeders of Angus cattle showed 
a profit from their operation in 1956. 

Of course the overall objective of each 
member of the Tulsa Angus Club is to 
promote Angus cattle in Tulsa Some of 
the members have been holding judging 
events at their farms and offering reg- 
istered Angus calves as first prizes. 

It would be hard to find a more en- 
thusiastic group of people boosting a 
good product, Angus cattle, anywhere. 


Maybe a club of this type might fit into 
your community.

buyers from the western half of the 
country. Thirty-six bulls to Montana; 
thirty-three to Texas and twenty-four 
from South Dakota and one breeder 
from South Dakota purchased three bulls 
for a total of $15,400.00. Do you think 
that 50% of the bulls sold in a sale in 
Richmond, Virginia would have gone to 
the western states if this event had not 
received National promotion? 

Perhaps you wonder just what the 
above information means to you, or what 
purpose I may have in pointing out the 
above facts concerning the Richmond, 
Virginia sale. Well, turn to page 53 of 
this issue and you will note that the 1958 
Herd Reference Edition of your official 
breed paper will, for the first time in 
the history of our breed, offer you the 
opportunity to “Tell The World” about 
your breeding herd.

got a one-way trip to the stockyards. 
The sifting was done by a very compe- 
tent group of veteran cattlemen: Dr.

basic economic understanding so we as a nation can break the 
specific bottlenecks which are presently choking off a satisfactory 
supply of each of the Fundamental Materials from reaching each 
and every family in America. It is very important that we find 
individuals within our labor forces who will help teach their fellow 
workers that only by procuring and consuming or utilizing a sup- 
ply of each of the Fundamental Materials needed to help satisfy 
their legitimate WANTS will their economic problems be solved. 


This simple basic fact should be made a guiding beacon before 
the eyes of every working man and woman in America and through- 
out the world. Never for a moment should we let our eyes drift 
away from this guiding light in any of our economic planning and 
decision. 


We should all remind ourselves that it was our Creator’s intent 
that we must consume or utilize the Fundamental Materials made 
from His good chemical elements He created and left here on 
Earth in order that we might help satisfy our legitimate WANTS. 
No individual or group, including organized labor, is so powerful 
as to be able to change this basic economic law. 


If labor will learn and accept this law, as should every other 
segment of our economy, the working man will always be guided 
in the right direction in his economic bargaining. Much of the 
negative thinking and action, which unfortunately are still a part 
of our labor movement, will be eliminated. Many foolish mistakes 
will be avoided, and the working man and his family will achieve 
the economic status he seeks much sooner. In fact, this is the 
only path by which he can achieve it. 


We should all understand and appreciate the fact that a satis- 
factory supply of each of the Fundamental Materials may, or may 
not help solve our religious problems, our moral problems, political, 
personal relations and various other types of problems. 


But, so far as solving the strictly economic problems is con- 
cerned, a satisfactory supply of these materials is absolutely 
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necessary. It is also sufficient. In other words, a satisfactory 
supply is all that is necessary to solve people’s economic problems 
regardless of the level of prices, wages, taxes or a host of other 
things. 

So the first basic economic law that every working man and 
woman, and everyone who leads and represents them should thor- 
oughly understand is that a satisfactory supply of Fundamental 
Materials procured and consumed or utilized is necessary and 
sufficient to solve our economic problems. Money (paper, silver, 
gold or wampum) is no substitute for a satisfactory supply of the 
individual Fundamental Materials which must be consumed or 
utilized directly by the working man, or anyone else, in order to 
satisfy his legitimate WANTS. 

Working men and women everywhere are gradually becoming 
conscious of this. More dollar bills in their pay envelope, they 
have learned, do not necessarily mean that they can buy a better 
house or more food and clothing. 

Money, along with such things as farm land, banks, factories, 
grain elevators, freight cars, food stores, fire trucks, tanks, sub- 
marines and cooking utensils are Secondary Materials. They are 
employed to produce, process or otherwise prepare the Fundamental 
Materials; protect them from many destructive forces; distribute, 
sell transport, or otherwise move them to the individuals who must 
consume or utilize them to help satisfy their WANTS. 

Today’s abundance of money (big pay checks) gained through 
a long succession of pay raises has not in itself satisfied the legit- 
imate WANTS of the vast majority of American workers, hence 
has not solved their economic problems. 

Even with all these extra dollars many folks in every com- 
munity, still have not procured and consumed or utilized a satis- 
factory supply of all the Fundamental Materials. This is partic- 
ularly true of food protein. Millions of working men and their 
families simply do not eat all the protein foods like meat, milk, 
eggs, poultry, fish and cheese three times a day needed to satisfy 
their protein hunger and give them maximum nutritional benefits. 
Without maximum nutritional benefits they cannot possibly satisfy 
their basic WANTS such as to live a maximum life span, raise the 
best family possible, maintain the best health and the most attrac- 
tive appearance, achieve maximum enjoyment and comfort from 
their work and periods of relaxation. 

More money in any form is no substitute for food protein or 
any other Fundamental Material which the working man needs. 
Money, farm land, factories and other Secondary Materials are 
not consumed or utilized directly by man to help him satisfy his 
legitimate WANTS but are valuable only if employed in obtaining 
a supply of the needed Fundamental Materials. 

This is a very simple but vitally important point. 

It is often overlooked and neglected by a great many of our 
labor economists and other spokesmen for labor, as well as econo- 
mists and leaders in agriculture, government, business and else- 
where. 

A satisfactory supply of Fundamental Materials is of course 
one which is safe, of adequate quality, obtainable in sufficient 
quantity at a reasonable cost in human effort (work) to procure it 
and is acceptable, or will maintain the morale of the individuals 
involved in the light of their customs, habits and religious prefer- 
ences. Such a supply will satisfy peoples legitimate WANTS, 
hence will solve their economic problems. 

As our working people begin to think more and more in terms 
of solving their economic problems by obtaining and consuming 
or utilizing a fully satisfactory supply of Fundamental Materials, 
they will begin to ask themselves which ones are in satisfactory 
supply and which ones are not. Of those which are not, they will 
eventually ask which one is in the most unsatisfactory supply, in 
other words which one is the super bottleneck. Then and only then 
will they recognize that the unsatisfactory supply of food protein 
stands as a gargantuan barrior blocking the road of economic 
progress to working men and women all over America and gener- 
ally throughout the world. Shelter (housing) and some other 
Fundamental Materials are not as yet in fully satisfactory supply, 
but as I have explained previously, these are minor problems com- 
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pared to the unsatisfactory supply of food protein. These minor 
economic problems can and no doubt will be cleared up quite 
readily if and when the protein bottleneck is broken. 

There are many factors contributing to our unsatisfactory food 
protein supply all combining to form what I have called the food 
protein problem. The solution of this problem would not only solve 
the major economic difficulties that presently face labor but also 
those which face us farmers and ranchers along with our school 
teachers, white collar workers and the vast majority of other folks 
in America. 

In numerous articles in this series I have shown what must be 
done to solve the food protein problem in the areas of production, 
through the channels of distribution and in the homes all over 
America. I wish to call your attention particularly to the article 
entitled “The Principles of Free Enterprise Applied to Advertising 
and Selling Protein” Angus Journal, August, 1957. It outlines step 
by step the things which must be done to sell a satisfactory supply 
of food protein to the great majority of the families in America. 

Again I wish to emphasize that a satisfactory supply is one 
that is safe of adequate nutritional and eating qualities, sufficient 
in quantity at a reasonable cost, and in the form of such protein 
food commodities as are acceptable to the families eating it. Labor 
can do a great deal to see to it that these families get a satisfac- 
tory supply. 

Along the specific route from the farms to the retail counters 
each of our protein food commodities are within the sight, if not 
within the reach, of working men and women. If these folks had 


the necessary information they could do an inestimable amount of 
good in breaking the food protein bottleneck and thus whipping 
their own major economic problem as well as ours. 

If we can create a desire, particularly among the spokesmen of 
labor, to help whip the food protein problem, it will be a relatively 
simple matter for us of the Protein Economics and Research 
Council to teach them the simple practical things they can and 
must do to get the job done. 


In as much as the American working man and his family rep- 
resent such a large proportion of the buyers and consumers of our 
food protein products it will be almost impossible to solve the 
food protein problem, hence our so-called “farm problem” without 
labor’s cooperation. 


We farmers and ranchers should actively seek this cooperation. 
It is to their advantage as well as ours that we do it. The solving 
of the food protein problem is a cause both agriculture and labor 
can fight for aggressively, with all the imagination and power at 
their disposal. It is a cause that could bring real meaning and 
substance to labors long struggle to improve the economic condi- 
tions of working men and women everywhere. It offers labor and 
agriculture that great opportunity to join forces in a common con- 
structive cause which they have long sought. Let us each do all 
we can to bring this opportunity to the attention of labor and win 
their active cooperation.

There 
is no pedigree talk or delay. They figure 
the buyer knows the cattle and their 
pedigrees and is there for business and 
while doing business, the less said the 
better, so they waste no effort along 
this line while a beast is selling. Besides 
delaying things, it would amount to a 
reflection on the buyers intelligence. The 
result is a snappy sale at the rate of one 
a minute or faster, There are no ring 
men. Bidding is done by raising the 
catalog and the whole thing is rapid, 
quiet, orderly. The bidding is in guineas 
and for the information of readers who 
are not familiar with the British mone- 
tary system, there are 12 pence in a 
shilling, 20 shillings in a British pound 
and 21 shillings—or a pound and 1 shil- 
ling—in a guinea. That extra shilling

Australia came in 
for two bulls costing 7100 gs. and South 
Africa one. Irish breeders were strong 
contenders throughout the sale and fi- 
nally ended up with 6 bulls of the better 
kind that cost them 10450 gs.

Lt. Col. E. J. H. Merry’s Eudoxos of 
Belladrum went to Mr. A. Logan Dunlop, 
Morriston at 5200 gs, and within minutes 
Clint Tomson bid in the First Prize 
Keden of Gloagburn for 1000 gs. on an 
order for America. 

Things did not quiet down for long. 
When Erindale of Broadleys, an unplaced 
bull in the same class was presented by 
Major A. M. Dixon, Broadleys a dozen 
of Britain’s leading breeders were on 
him. The contest settled down to a bid- 
ding duel between Brigadier E. R. Kew- 
ley, Little Dean and Mr. Howard G. 
Potts, Addington Manor, meat packer, 
and both from England. He went to 
Brigadier Kewley at 12500 gs., topping 
the two-days sale. Erindale of Broadleys 
had been tremendously fancied by every- 
one during the time leading up to his 
entry into the ring. A thick, wide sort 
with great class and in wonderful form, 
he is sired by Ellubon of Kilham, highly 
rated stock bull at Broadleys whose sire 
is Eulizon of Kilham, First Prize and 
Reserve Supreme Champion at Perth in 
1954. Eulizon was exported to the Ar- 
gentine where he has since sired a Re- 
serve Supreme Champion at the Palermo 
Show. A son of Eulizon, incidentally is 
Eulibuster of Kilham, presently stock 
bull at Fairgale Farm, Chestertown, 
Maryland. 

The next three bulls of interest were 
three bulls coming to America the First 
Prize Jungle Boy of Ballindalloch and 
the Reserve Supreme Champion Ekono- 
mist of Gloagburn, both previously men- 
tioned, and the Second Prize late-Jan- 
uary son of Protus of Greenyards, Vis- 
count of Kingsfield from Osmonds, Mrs. 
Osmond in this case and her very first 
entry, bought on order by K, A. Clark 
for Mr. W. Jones, Easton, Maryland at 
600 gs. 

Later in the day, the much-liked First 
Prize Bunchrew King, brought forward 
by a new breeder making his first ap- 
pearance as an exhibitor at Perth, Mr. 
D. E. Coghill, was taken for the Brom- 
borough Estates Co. in England at 3100 
gs. Then the Third Prize January entry 
from Mr. T. W. Todd, Manorhill went to 
R, M. Adam and A. H. B. Grant for 12000 
gs for the second high figure in the 
week’s trade. 

The outstanding bull among the 
younger classes was the April-born 
Third Prize winner from Kilham. By 
Sir A. L. Goodson’s young sire, Erz of 
Harviestoun and much admired, he went 
at 6500 gs to Dalgety & Co. on an order 
for export. 

All in all, it was a week long to be 
remembered. The weather cooperated 
and was spring-like most of the time. 
The roads were dry and safe, making 
for a large atteridance of farmers and 
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breeders from all sections. Cattle and 
sheep have been selling at favorable 
prices and spirits were generally high. 
Many of the heifers were taken to start 
new herds and many of the real top bulls 
stayed in Britain to carry on, both good 
signs. There was some disappointment 
that their Argentine customers could not 
operate as usual but this was largely 
made up by activity from other areas. 


There was quite a sprinkling of Ameri- 
cans on hand to look things over and to 
enjoy themselves. Mr. Elliott Brown, 
President of the American Angus As- 
sociation was a visitor. 


Secretary Hugh R. Neilson of their 
Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society and his 
assistants were everywhere in evidence, 
quietly, smoothly and efficiently han- 
dling the many details for everyones con- 
venience and comfort, a job they cer- 
tainly know how to do well. 


The welcome mat was out for foreign 
guests and home-folks alike, and it 
worked.

Ar strong shows of recent months one 
bull has been consistently at or near the 
top—Prince of Red Gate 102d. In No- 
vember at the Eastern National he was a 
class winner and Senior and Grand 
Champion. So far in 1958 the “102d” 
has won the Senior and Grand Champion 
honors at three strong shows—Amarillo, 
Ft. Worth and San Antonio. 


When we recently visited beautiful 
Red Gate the “102d” and the rest of the 
show string had just arrived home from 
the Texas winter circuit. In spite of the 
long trip the champion looked very fresh. 
Prince of Red Gate 102d is a stylish, 
masculine-headed fellow, mellow hided, 
thick fleshed, a good mover and with 
size enough for anyone. “A good doer 
and feeler,’”’ Herdsman Bob Wildish com- 
mented as he let him out of the stall. 
“He really likes to eat.” We thought as 
we looked him over that he probably 
could rate as the greatest of the bulls 
produced at Red Gate. 


While Owner Edward Jenkins did not 
orally agree the smile on his face was 
proof of his feeling toward the “102d”. 
For one thing the champion represents 
many generations of Red Gate breeding. 
He comes by his style, masculinity and 
quality honestly. His sire was the great 
Imported Prince of Rowley, his dam by 
Imported Kinsman of Gloagburn. His 
second dam was a granddaughter of 
General 6th of Page; his third dam a 
daughter of Rock Revolution. All four 
of these bulls wrote Angus history at 
Red Gate Farm. As to being the best— 
well, he could be. A lot of great bulls 
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have been produced in the herd. Time 
alone will tell. It has taken a quarter 
of a century of constructive breeding to 
produce the likes of Prince of Red Gate 
102d. 


The first Angus cattle came to Red 
Gate Farm in the early 1930s shortly 
after Edward Jenkins bought this ideal 
cattle layout in the rolling hills over- 
looking the Shenandoah. That the first 
cattle came from Hartley Stock Farms 
in North Dakota, where Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor was then manager, is testimony 
as to the quality of the foundation. We 
recall a conversation some years ago in 
which Ed Jenkins mentioned that some 
of the cattle he originally selected failed 
to pass health requirements. Rather 
than go back to North Dakota and fill 
out the order he left the replacements to 
Ken McGregor. Some of the famous 
producers in the herd came from these 
replacements. 


From the start great bulls have been 
used at Red Gate. The first was Rock 
Revolution, by the 1928 International 
champion Revolution of Page 2d, he by 
the International champion, Blackcap 
Revolution. He was followed by a son, 
Eventuator of Red Gate who was out of 
a granddaughter of Eventuation of Page, 
1930 Chicago champion. 


Then followed another  sire-and-son 
combination — General of Page, first 
prize aged bull in Chicago in 1936, and 
General 6th of Page. It is interesting to 
note here that the dam of General of 


Page was imported Genevette of Ballin- 
dalloch, by Jorum of Ballindalloch. And 
in the case of General 6th of Page both 
his grandsires were Scotch bulls — 
Evereaux of Harviestoun and Ear! Eric 
of Ballindalloch, respectively. 


The success of these bulls with im- 
ported ancestry, coupled with the use of 
Rock Revolution on some females of im- 
ported lineage, prompted Ed Jenkins to 
go to Great Britain in 1946. It should be 
remembered that 12 years ago imported 
cattle were not especially popular. Im- 
port figures of a decade or more ago 
will show a mere handful coming to this 
country compared with the current popu- 
larity. On this trip, which included a 
look at some females, the Perth Show and 
Sale was visited. One purchase was a 
Perth class winner, Kinsman of Gloag- 
burn; the other was a year old calf that 
did not get as high appraisal at the time 
— Prince of Rowley. 


Time and circumstance have worked 
many changes in the Angus business — 
and at Red Gate. The first prize bull at 
Perth, although he sired some great pro- 
ducing females was overshadowed by 
the breeding record of Prince of Rowley. 
It is no secret that at first Prince of 
Rowley did not take the American An- 
gus world by storm. While he was very 
American in his type his acceptance did

— and show and sale records. The rest 
is history. 

Prince of Rowley is gone but he lived 
to a good age. As with the Red Gate 
herd sires of past years old Prince has 
been followed by top sons. Fortunately 
he was the sire of prepotent bulls as well 
as great producing daughters. 

Going through the herd a lot of good 
young cattle were spotted, sons and 
daughters of Prince of Red Gate 19th. 
He is one of the earlier sons of Prince 
of Rowley out of Blackbird 2d of Red 
Gate, a show cow that was a great pro- 
ducer. At the 1941 International Black- 
bird 2d of Red Gate offered strong com- 
petition in class to the great Evermere 
T. The “19th” was bought in the 1951 
Red Gate production sale by R. T. Davis 
of Colorado. Here he made a great 
production record and was bought back 
in the Davis dispersion by Ed Jenkins. 
Another son of Prince of Rowley who 
has been carrying on in a very satisfac- 
tory manner is Prince of Red Gate 21st. 
His dam is one of the famous Blackwood 
Ladys, a daughter of Kinsman of Gloag- 
burn. He is a full brother to Prince of 
Red Gate 69th in the KerMac herd in 
Oklahoma. Another son of the old bull 
that made a strong impression on us was 
Prince of Red Gate 79th. 


So far the comment has been mostly 
on great sires. Red Gate Farm has had 
a powerful cow herd to help these bulls 
make their name. A number of strains 
have been made nationally famous in the 
Jenkins herd.
